Busy long weekend for RCMP

The Didsbury RCMP were out in full force over the 
Victoria Day long weekend, with all officers at the 
detachment seeing duty during that time. 

During an extended checkstop held near Twp. 
Rd. 304 and the entrance to the Burnt Timber area, 
RCMP stopped 173 vehicles, issued one 24-hour 
licence suspension, issued 22 violation tickets and 
warnings for various infractions, seized liquor from 
two vehicles and seized a total of 390 grams of mari¬ 
juana and 15 grams of cocaine during the weekend. 

On May 17 at 10 a.m., a black Cadillac with a 
24-year-old male driver and a 22-year-old female pas¬ 
senger was stopped at the checkstop location. The 
male was charged with possession of a controlled 
substance for the purpose of trafficking after an offi 
cer found 220 grams of marijuana in the vehicle. He 
has a July 14 court date in Didsbury. 

About three hours later in the same vicinity, a 
17-year-old male fell off a cliff and landed about 10 
metres below on the rocks, suffering a head wound. 


RCMP say the teen was intoxicated on alcohol and 
under the influence of drugs at the time of the fall 

Emergency Medical Services, Didsbury Search and 
Rescue, which was set up on scene at the site during 
the weekend to provide initial medical treatment, 
and STARS, were all involved in aiding the teen. 

Cpl. Clint Gulash, who was also part of weekend 
patrols in the area, said when STARS was called, 
the teen became combative and had to be subdued 
before STARS could fly him to Calgary for medical 
treatment. 

In the same area, emergency medical services per¬ 
sonnel responded to an 18-year-old Calgary woman 
going into diabetic shock at about 1:45 p.m. on May 
17. Police said the woman went into shock after 
consuming copious amounts of alcohol. She was 
treated on scene by EMS and taken by ambulance to 
Didsbury hospital for further treatment. 

Gulash said traffic in the area during the weekend 
was down about 30 per cent from the same time 
last year and veteran officers said last year had the 
least amount of people they had seen in the area for 
several years. 


Gulash said despite that, emergency personnel still 
had plenty to keep them busy. 

“We had stuff happening but it was (time) spaced. 
If it wasn’t for (agency cooperation) some of the 
things could have been more serious," he said. 

Didsbury RCMP also responded to three separate 
vehicle collisions during the weekend in various 
areas throughout the detachment area. 

In another occurrence on the weekend, a vehicle 
was stopped on May 16 at about 10 p.m. on Highway 
22 about 10 kilometres south of Highway 582. The 
24-year-old male driver of the vehicle was stopped 
for speeding when the officer noticed a strong odor 
emanating from the vehicle. 

Upon further questioning, the driver produced a 
small bag of marijuana, which led the officer to a 
further search of the vehicle. The officer found a 
piece of luggage containing a weigh scale, other dnig 
paraphernalia, 15 one-gram bags of cocaine and 164 
grams of marijuana 

The Calgary man will appear in Didsbury Provincial 
Court on June 2 to answer charges of possessing a 
controlled substance for the purpose of trafficking.

“It was really fun. I found it very challenging, some¬ 
thing I have never done before," he said, adding that 
when he looked at the sample project and found out 
how much work was needed to complete the inside 
of the project “my heart fell to the floor because I 
could only think ‘I'm never going to finish this’." 

Svendsen said if he had the chance to do it again, 
he would have started working on the base first rath¬ 
er than the lids, as he did. He said as a result of the 
competition, he learned how to read complex plans. 

“When I was looking at the instructions, (the lids 
were) the only thing 1 could understand right off 
the bat, everything was 90 degrees. The instruc¬ 
tions were designed to give you as minimal as pos¬ 
sible measurements ... and nothing was labelled. 1 
couldn’t tell what was the front or the back," he said. 

Gerber, who never completed his project either, 
said he took too long to study the plans, and at the 
end, could have used the hour he took looking at 
the plans and put it towards actually fabricating his 


project. 

“I thought we had plenty of time but I never 
got down to it soon enough," he said, adding that 
because the competition started 15 nunutes late, that 
time was added on to the end. “It was the hardest 
thing I’ve ever built.” 

Gerber, a Grade 10 student, said he had difficulty 
deciding how to start the project and took longer 
than he should have studying the plans. He started 
with the base and finished one of the three lids that 
needed to top the recycling compartments. 

Gerber said if he were able to do it over again, 
he would have spent less time reviewing the plans 
and more time actually constructing the project. He 
would also work more quickly and get more precise 
measurements. 

“Knowing what to do and where to start" was the 
biggest lesson he took from the event, he said. 

Gerber did et\joy seeing all of the other trades at 
the competition, however. 

“It was cool to see what was there,” he said. 


Didsbury High School students Evan Svendsen 
and Jeremy Gerber took home positive experiences 
from the Skills Canada competition in Edmonton 
they attended on May 15 and 16.
